The suicide thwarted the most ela- 
porate security regulations ever 
taken to insure safe delivery of a 
criminal! to a court of justice. 

Prisoners were permitted no pos 
sesion which the army felt could 
be used’ for suicide.

Prolific Human 


Loss in Europe 
Feared by Bevin 


LONDON, Oct. 26.— (AP) — 
Foreign Secretary Bevin said in 
a House of Commons debate to- 
day that hunger and privation in 
Europe may bring “a further 
prolific human loss more devas- 
tating than the gun or the atomic 
bomb.” 

Mr. Bevin said conditions in 
devastated Europe resulted from a 
policy Hitler imposed. When the 
Nazis discovered they could not 
win the war, Mr, Bevin said they 

decided to leave Europe in a state 
of “complete anarchy.” 


SITUATION STUDIED 

“We had studied the situation for 
months and when we saw what

Twelve million present taxpayers in the 
United States will be freed of income and 
all other taxes by bills now before Con- 

. The budget brought down at Lon- 
don will abolish income taxes for two mil- 
lions in Britain who have been paying here- 
tofore. 

These relief measures stand in sharp 
contrast to the reduction plan announced 
in the budget at Ottawa. While there is 
to be a flat cut in income taxes of 16 per 
cent all along the line in Canada, no per- 
son is freed from the levy, however small 
his or her income. That would only occur 
if the exemption limits were raised, and the 
budget does not raise them. 

There is an equally sharp contrast 
nearer home. Members of the House of 
Commons are in prospect of getting an 
extra $2,000 each as expense money— 
without having to pay any income taxes at 
all on this pay increase. 

How could they justify that to the pub- 
lic if the rule is to stand that every one 
not in the House of Commons must pay 
income taxes on anything he gets more 
then $660 per year if he is single, and on 
anything he gets more than $1,200 if he is 
miarried? 

No person in Canada should have to pay 
any income taxes who gets no more than 
$1,000 a year if single, or no more than 
$2,000 if married. The low-income tax- 
payer in Canada should not continue to be 
the forgotten man. 


B.C. Govt. Returned 


As was generally expected, Premier 
Hart's Coalition Government was returned 
to power at the general elections in British 
Columbia yesterday, apparently by a very 
substantially increased majority. Returns 
this miorning indicated that the standing 
of parties in the new legislature may be: 
Coalition 37, CCF 10, Independents 1. 

At dissolution Government supporters 
held 29 seats, CCF members 15. If the in- 
complete returns show the lineup when all 
reports are in, the gains made by the Coali- 
tion were mainly at the expense of the of- 
ficial opposition. Mr. Harold Winch’s “re- 
volutionary Socialism” slogan evidently did 
not charm the electors and did his party 
more harm than good. 

Altogether there were 147 candidates 
in the field, 47 Coalition, 48 CCF, and 52 
running as Labor-Progressives, Social 
Crediters, and Independents of various de- 
signations.

Dangerous Inaccuracies 


The Rev. E. G. Hansell, Social Credit 
member for Macleod, has made the re- 
markable statement in the House of Com- 
mons that “Russia provoked, directed and 
promoted civil war in Spain”. 

This is only a part of Mr. Hansell’s 
tirade against the Union of Soviet Repub- 
lics. But its glaring inaccuracy 1s typical 
of his entire anti-Russian bias. 

It is not difficult to recall the facts 
about the inception of the Spanish civil 
war. General Franco, then a rebel, started 
it from Morocco with the open collabora- 
tion of Hitler and Mussolini. Spain, at that 
time, had just held a free general election 
in which the liberal United Front doctrine 
swept the country. It stood upon such 
policies as the franchise for women, free 
and compulsory education and the abroga- 
tion of oppressive laws. 

With a swarm of foreign adventurers, 
including Moors, Germans and Italians, 
Franco defied the authority of the demo- 
cratically elected government. For pur- 
poses of loot and self-aggrandizement, 
Franco and his fascist associates plunged 
the country into a war that ruined it spirit- 
ually and economically. 

Russia did not enter the Spanish pic- 
ture until long after the war had started. 
The Russians eventually aided the legiti- 
mate government of Spain merely to pre- 
vent another country falling into the sin- 
ister group of Hitler satellites. 


Russia acted only after Britain and , 
France, the natural protectors of the 
democratic principle, had failed by the 


weakness of their governments of that day 
to take proper steps. Happily those gov- 
ernments are no more. 

Mr. Hansell’s contention, then, is erron- 
eous factually and historically. It is un- 
fortunate that these mischievous har- 
angues should be foisted upon the country 
at a time when a widespread suspicion of 
Russia in the United States makes the re- 
lation of Canada with the Soviet Union a 
matter of exceptional delicacy.

represented at San Francisco. This mea- 
sure of appreval having been given, and 
exceeded, no further formality is required 
to make the Charter world law, and ‘tthe 
United Nations organization a full-fledged 
successor to the League. 

This new international statute is there- 
fore now in force, and the Security Coun- 
cil due to assume its functions as guardian 
of world peace. The position of a nation 
whose representatives at San Francisco 
Signed the provisional agreement but 
whose parliament refused to endorse their 
action would be equivocal, but there seems 
little chance that any of the signatories 
will find itself in that position. So far as 
reported, no country has rejected the 
Charter. 

The new “League” takes over in world 
conditions which are far from ideal, but 
with a more realistic prospect of success 
than the old one had. Nobody expects the 
Charter to be a sufficient guarantee of fu- 
ture peace. Everybody seemed to expect 
that of the Covenant. Five and a half 
years of savage war taught the nations that 
they cannot trust to promises and wishes 
but must pool their active interest and 
energies in the organization created by the 
Charter if they hope for freedom from war 
and the dread of war. 

The outlook for future peace hinges 
on how wel! the associated peoples have 
learned that costly lesson, and how long 
they will remember it.

The character of the personne) 
of our Canadian Senate is not the 
lonly feature in which it differs 
from the House of Lords. At the 
time of Confederation Canada con- 
sisted of Upper Canada, now On- 
tario, Lower Canada, now Quebec, 
‘and the Lower Provinces, compris. 
ing New Brungwick, Prince Edward 
Island and Nova Scotia. During the

The twen- 
ty-four Senators from the Mari- 
times sit in the Senate with the 
primary duty not only of protect- 
ing the Maritimes and their rights, 
but in seeing to it that both the 
quantity and quality of advantage 
which flows from the Federal Par- 
liament shall be kept within rea.

Streicher, the ex-schoo!l teacher 
who directed some of Germany's 
bloodiest anti-Semite crusades, 
largely was responsible for the 
nation-wide purce of Jewish 
books and manuscripts during the 
Nazi regime. 

Entire libraries were stripped 
from the German synagogues and 
from Jewish schools and cultural 
centres, and the books were burned 
publicly, The avowed intention of 
the purge was to wipe out all traces 
of Jewish literature in the Reich 
SAVED RAREST 

But Allied investigators who have | 
been questioning Sureicher in his 
cell here revealed tnat some of the 
rarest books and manuscripts were , 
preserved at his orders. 

Many of these treasures were 
found in the library of Der 
Stuermer, the rabidly anti-Semitic 
newspaper that Streicher operated 
in Nuernberg. 

Other book caches have been 
uncovered elsewhere in Germany, 
Particularly at Munich, where 
Jewish leaders said Gestapo 
agents for some reason helped 
them bury certain rare ceremonial 
scrolls before their synagogues 
were sacked, 

It is believed bere that Streicher 
used the Jewish books to obtain 
material for the anti-Semitic tirades 
he wrote in Der Stuermer.

There was one fellow’ on the 
Athletic’s ball club that was pretty 
much responsible for putting the 
series “Indian sign” on the Cubs. 

He was the A’s brilliant keystone 
guardian—Eddie Collins, 

Gollins had an amazing world 
series record. He played in six ser- 
ies and compiled a .328 batting aver- 
age for 34 games. In three world 
series, he hit over 400. 

Collins played for Connie Mack 
in four world series and played 
with Chicago White Sox in the other 
two. 

The Columbia kid practically 
kayoed the Bruins single-handed by 
hitting 429 in the 1910 classic 
against the Cubs. 

The Cubs—led by the immortal 
Frankie Chance—enjoyed a great 
year in 1910. It was practically the 
same team than won-the National 
League pennant in 1906-07-and 09. 

Some of the greatest players of 
all time were on the Cub team. They 
had the great Three Finger Brown 

—Joe Tinker—Heinie Zimmerman 

Jimmy Archer and Jack Pfjester. 
They were all tried and true veter- 
zens of the diamond. 

CUBS WERE FAVORITES 

When they faced the youthful 
Athletics, they were favored 3 to 1. 

Chief Bender pitched the opener 
for the A’s, and Connie Mack's ag-

In a mild chronic case of “sick” 
gall bladder, it is often the best 
plan to give the patient relief 
through the use of the fast follow- 
ed by a careful dieting regimen. 

A five day fast should be tried, 
with one daily enema being taken, 
| the patient being instructed to use 

one of the acid fruit juices while 

fasting. Pineapple juice, grapebruit 
juice, or orange or tomato juice! 
may be used, with one 8-ounce | 
glass of the juice being taken every 
two hours while the patient is 
awake. While the patient may vary 
the fasting regimen by using a dif- 
ferent juice from day to day, it is 
advisabie to use only one kind of 
jflice on any given day, The acid 

of the fruit juices seems to have a 
distinctly beneficial effect in these 

cases by stimulating a better flow 
of bile and hence bringing about 
| better drainage. 

Another valuable aid which may 
be employed while fasting is the 
|taking of an olive oil and grape- 
| fruit juice emulsion. Just before | 
jretiring the patient takes four) 
ounces of olive oil, together with | 

four ounces of grapefruit juice. 
These are beaten up into as much 
of an emulsion as possible and the 
mixture may be taken on one night 
only, or on several nights in suc- 
cession and should be followed by 
a fast. The purpose in using the 
emulsion is to accomplish a clean- 
sing of the gall bladder and liver. If 
the mixture is taken last thing at 
night it is much less likely to cause | 
nausea. | 

In working out the diet, the sen- 
sible thing to do is to avoid those 
foods shown by experience to cause 
digestive distress in that particular 
case. The average patient with a 
tendency to gall bladder trouble 
gets along best by omitting fatty or 
oily foods. Gravies, fat meats, and 
pastries rich in shortening should 
be omitted. 

Highly seasoned foods, fried 
foods, creamed soups, rich cheese, 
pickles, candies, chocolate and 
similar foods should be avoided 

A good diet to be used at the 
start of treatment as follows: 
Breakfast—eggs, Melba toast, stew- 
er fruit.

sibly the best exercise for the pur- 
pose. 

In a mild case of gall bladder 
trouble, the regimen suggested, if 
persisted in for thirty days, will 
often cause the patient to improve 
sufficiently to remain free from 
symptoms thereafter. It is hard to 
predict how mu¢h improvement 
may be expected. It have seen some 
cases where patients became com- 
pletely well, with the gall bladder 
so; in other cases the patients were 
becoming healthy and remaining 
able to avoid most of their previ, 
ous discomfort as long as they were 
careful,

Gale - Smashed 
Mines Causing — 
Heavy Damage

LONDON, Oct. 26—(BUP)— 
Exploding mines washed up by a 
gale raging through its fourth day 
caused damage reminiscent of the 
German air raids along the south 
coast of England today. 


Mountainous seas cast up mines 


at scattered points all along the 
shore Sections were roped off 
awaiting naval disposal squads 


assigned to handle the mines. 
Explosion at Shoreham near 
Brighton and near Victoria pier at 
Folkestone blasted windows for 500 
yards inland and strewed wide 
areas with shattered glass and other 
debris 
SHIPS AT ANCHOR 

Scores of ships took up positions 
along the coast in hope of riding 
out the storm which disrupted chan 
nel shipping. At least 40 were 
bunched off Deal in the straits of 
Dover dragging anchors 
and endangering themselves to 
others 

The Queen Mary, which arrived 
off Southampton from New York 
yesterday with 1,000 civilians and 
service men aboard, still was un- 
able to put into port this morning 
Gale-bound 15 miles out, the 
Queen was expected to dock as 
soon as the storm slackened. 
The U.S. hospital 
Meany, a 10,000-tonner, had a nar 
cape yesterday when it 
dragged anchor for a mile down z 
line of ships before nosing wind 
ward and sec uring anchor Toda, 
its anchor grip slipped again, and 
the ship threatened to collide with 
a Norwegian tanker.
